HAS PRESIDENT A CHOICE? 


Friends of Akins Quote a Recent’ 
Roosevelt Remark Favoring 
His Election. 


Present indications point to a keen fight 
between the Kerens and Akins factions of 
the Republican party in Missouri over the 
question of the selection of a national com- 
mitteeman to succeed Col. R. C, Kerens, 
who has announced that he will not be a 


candidate for re-election. 
The contest centers around State Chair- 


man Thomas J. Akins and ‘Walter 8S. Dick- 
ey of Kanaae City, who is being backed 


by the Kerens lieutenants. 

Mr. Dickey is a Kansas City lawyer, and 
while an ardent Republican worker has 
never heid political office. 

Mr. Akins is in charge of the local United 
States subtreasury, and the fact that he is 
a beneficiary of the Federal pie counter 
forms the’ chief ground of opposition to his 
candidacy. 

‘I think I will have a majority of the 
delegutes elected to the Chicago conven- 
tion,’’ declared Mr. Dickey to the Post- 
Dispatch, 

“It is certain I will get the vote of the 
Kansas City delegates which originally 
were thought to be for my opponent, Mr. 
Akins.”’ ' 

Mr. Akins’ friends charge that Dickey 


is being used as a candidate for national 
committeeman in order to strengthen him 
as a candidate for the chairmanship of 
the state committee, and that at the prop- 
er time the antl-Akins forces will present 
another aspirunt to succeed Kerens. 

Mr. Akins declares that he will have & 
Out of the 86 delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention, but just how-or where he intends 
to get them he does not say. 

It is almost certain that he will not get 
the votes of Thomas K. Nedringhaus and 
C. H. Witthoeft, of the Eleventh district, 
of George C. R. Wagoner and Louls P. 
Aloe of the Twelfth, and of the four dele- 
gates from Kansas City. 

In the last few days ward meetings have 
been held in Kansas City for the purpose 
of inducing the delegates from there, now 
pledged for Akins, to change their votes 
to Dickey, and the success of this move, 
according to Mr. Dickey’s friends, is now 
assured. 

In the interior of the sta@te Mr. Dickey 
has a number of warm friends and the 
Kerens adherents to a man are for him. 

Delegate Lee T. Robinson of the First 
district, who had a talk with Presfdent 
Roosevelt recently. says that the President 
is verv anxious to see Mr. Akins chosen 
for national committeeman, 

‘‘In conversation with me,’’ said Mr. Rob- 
inson, ‘“‘the President mace this remark: 
‘l want my friend, Mr. Akins, chosen as 
Mr. Kerens’ successor.’ "’

MOSAICS RARE PIECES OF ART

Copies of Bible in Greek and Latin 
Centuries Old Are Also to Be 
Shown. 


Next Saturday the Vatican exhibit in 
the |Anthropology building will be opened to 
Exposition visitors. Glimpses of the ex- 
hibits now being installed indicate that the 
display will be exceptionally interesting, 
and instructive as well. 

The death mask of Pope Leo XIII in 
bronze has already been unpacked. The 
cast includes not only the face, but the neck 
and shoulders and also the distinctive cap 
worn by the popes. Signor Cagiatti says 
the reproduction was made immediately 
after the pontiff's death. The expression of 
the countenance is quite different, how- 
ever, from that which earlier photographs 
of the late Pope have made familiar. The 
nose is the most impressive feature. It 
is long and sharp and thin. 

The mosaics that are already hung have 
elicited exclamations of wonder and delight 
from those who have been permitted to see 
them. They are so perfect in finish that it 
is difficult to believe many of them are not 
paintings.

Excise Commissioner’s Attorneys Con- 
tend Orders Were Null as Against 
the Law. 


It will probably be several days before 
Judge Hiram Moore of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction gives his decision on the 
demurrer to the indictment of Excise Com- 
missioner J. M. Seibert, which was argued 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Attorneys of -the excise commissioner, 
Fred W. Lehmann, Morton Jourdan and 
Martin Clardy, argued that Seibert did not 
enter int6O a conspiracy to hinder the en- 
forcement of the law because the rules 
which he required saloon keepers to com- 
ply with did not prevent the enforcement 
of the law. 

There were three rules of Seibert's on 
Which the indictment was based, one re- 
quiring saloons to be closed from 1 to , 
o'clock every Sunday morning, one pro- 
hibiting music on Sunday and one stipulat- 
ing that gambling should not be permitted 
by minors. The grandjury construed these 
“8 conspiracy: because the law is that sa- 
loons shall be closed all day Sunday, that 
there shall be no music, and that there 
shall be no gambling devi¢es in saloons at 
any time, 

The grounds of the demurrer are that 
the rules do not hinder the enforcement 
of the law. It was gontended that the adop- 
tion of the rules did not hamper the po- 
lice in the enforcement of the law. and 
that it was the business of the police to 
enforce the law, without regard for rules 
on which the commissioner might issue or 
revoke licenses. 

Charles P, Williams for the prosecution 
argued that Seibert’s notice to the saloon 
keepers that they could not keep open be- 
tween 1 and 7 o'clock was equivalent to 
notifying them that they could keep open 
the rest of the day and because he had the 
power of closing them up they obeyed his 
rules rather than the law. : 

The reason given by Commissioner Se4- 
bert for the rules promulgated by him is 
that they were intended to diminish the 
evils to which they apply. He gays that 
the rule requiring seloons to be closed 
from 1 to 7 o'clock Sunday morning was 
the result of representations to him by a 
former grandjuryv that crime was rampant 
between those hours, and a suggestion 
that if the saloons were closed between 
those hours crime might be diminished

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MINERS MOVE 
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President of Western Federation of 
Miners Released by Colorado Mili- 
tary Authorities Before Writ of 
Habeas Corpus Is Served.

delivered Moyer to ‘the civil authorities. 

This action was taken, the Colorado mili- 
tary authorities say, before they learned of 
the writ of habeas corpus issued by Jidge 
Amos M. Thayer in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court in St. Louis Wednesday after- 
noon, as told in late editions of the Post- 
Diapatch. 

Attorneys are discussing a point of law 
in connection with the issuance of the ha- 
beas corpus writ and the release of Moyer 
by the military authorities. While Moyer 
was released after the writ was issued, the 
action was taken by the governor before 
he had been served with it. The question 
ig whether the effect of the writ is thus 
destroyed, 

If this has been the legal effect of the 
action of the authorities, it is held. the 
miners will need to secure another writ, di- 
rected against the authorities of San Miguel 
County, who are now holding Moyer. 

In the absence of Judge Thayer, George 
F. Haid, assistant clerk of the United States 
®ourt of Appeals, said: 

“It would be impossible to tell just what 


the effect the release would have upon the 
writ without first knowing how Moyer was 
held by the civil authorities. If, as the 
télegram states, he has been turned over to 
the civil officers, it is probable he is held 
upon some charge placed against him for 
the purpose of holding him. In such a case 
it probable a return will be made $to 
this writ, setting out that Goy. Peabody, 
Adjutant-General Bel and Capt. Wells are 
not depriving Moyer of his liberty, and that 
he is not being held without due process of 
law. Without knowing the exact conditions 
under which the release was made, it is im- 
possible to state just what the effect wilt 
be.”’ 

The miners are anxious to get thetr 
trcubles into the Federal courts for get- 
tlement, while it is thought at the Federal] 
buljllding that the representatives for the 
governor and his military leaders, will 
make an effort to show that the question 
is one for settlement in the state courts. 
The governor was not represented before 
Judge Thayer Wednesday afternoon, when 
the application was heard. 

The writ was issued Wednesday upon 
representations mude to Judge Thayer by 
BE. F. Richardson of Denver, attorney for 
Mover, that the latter was being held In 
the stockade, otherwise known as the bull- 
pen, at Telluride, and that he was so held 
without any process of law or warrant of 
commitment. It was also represented that 
he ‘was deprived of all his rights under 
the constitution of the United States and 
that no specific charge has been placed 
against him. Judge Thayer carefully ex- 
amined all the allegations made in the 
application, and ordered that a_writ of 
a heas corpus issue against Gov. Peabody, 
Adjutant-General Bell and Capt. Bulkeley 
Wells, commanding them to appear before 
him July 5 and show cause why Moyer 
should not be released from custody.

BOERS PARADE TO 
LIGHT OF CROWD

Transvaal and British Soldiers Exhi- 
bition Will Open at Fair 
Friday. 


Broadway sidewalks from Elm to Locust 
Streets were solidly crowded with people 
from 1:20 until 1:40 o’clock thig afternoon 
while the British-Boer war parade passed. 

The crowd waited patiently from the time 
Gen. Piet Cronje appeared in a carriage 
at the head of the procession until the last 
soldier rode by, but it did not cheer. There 
was something in the faces of the men that 
stopped the cheering before it began. The 
f'men had come through a war and their 
faces told the story. 

There were 600 or more in the parade 
It started at the British-Boer war conces- 
sion at the Fair, marched out the Lindel] 
entrance, down King’s highway to Wash- 
ington avenue, from there to Fourth street. 
south on Fourth to Elm, back on Broad- 
way to Locust and then out to the Fair 


again. 

The Kaffirs were the happiest looking 
people in the parade. They wore more 
clothes than usual, it is true, but it was the 
kind they liked—red, yellow, blue, orange 
and purple buntirg, twisted about their 
ebony bodies and decorated with gaudy 
beadwork. At times they cast admiring 
glances at themselves and grinmed at the 
crowd on the sidewalks ss ho 

They looked stolidly and grimly ahead. 
Riding down crowded Broadway at noon- 
day was not much like galloping over their 
native veldts, but they gave all of their 
attention to their horses and leaders, none 
to the crowds. 

The Boers ranged in age from. gray- 
haired men, who had fought under half a 
dozen leaders now famous in history, to 
boys who had scarcely entered their teens. 
Yet they were all veterans and had all 
seen active service. At the sight of the 
boys, the crowd, which had been 
about the ba ness of the Boer uniforms, 
stopped laughing. While the boys rode 
by nobody wanted to make jokes, 

The gray corduroy trougers,. loose coats 
and broad-brimmed, flapping hats worn by 
the Boers looked strangely different from 
the gg: > omy cavalrymen are supposed to 
wear’. ey did not look even comfortable, 
but had the appearance of clothes that men 
have worn months at a time tn al] kinds of 
reather, through creeks and rivers, across 
usty plains, through forests and over 
rooky hills until all shape been lost 
and they have become a part of their wear- 


ers. 

‘Tho southern cavalrymen who followed 
Lee toward the last wore the same kind of 
suits, differing only in color. Some of those 
who stood on the sidewalk tching the 
parade go by remembered the likeness. 

The British troops in khaki looked more 
jaunty, but their.faces were no more cheer- 
ful than those of the Boers. Like the lat- 
ter some of them rode with empty sleeves 
lninedl across their breasts. Mausers and 
Lee-Metfords are much alike in their re- 
sults 

Behind the British lancers and cagtinesgs 
came the Boer women, some of them 
two-wheeled carts, others on horseback. 
Scattered through the parade were can- 
non, « Gatling gun or two, the usual num- 
ber of bands, streaming banners. with here 
and theer a regimental flag, stained with 
blood and dust and ragged about the edges.

He rules the head-hunters and dog-eaters 
with a urative rod of iron, which is not 
always figurative, either, as it might be. 
For, although his will is usually strong 
enough to subdue recalcitrants among his 
followers, he has no hesitancy about swat- 
ting them with a bamboo clup when he 
thinks the occasion calls for extreme ac- 
tion. 

Antonio is the chief of the Bontocs by 
virtue of the strength of his Igorrote char- 
acter. The job is not hereditary nor elect- 
ive. One who becomes a chief attains to 
the eminence by sheer forcefulness. He 
becomes their recognized leader because he 
is their natural leader. 

Antonio is the chief of the Bontoecs be- 
cause he is the most potential among them. 
He was their leader before they came to 
the Fair. He has led them many a time on 
head-hunting expeditions and his prowess 
is shown by the tattooing on his shoulders 
and chest. 

Antonio shies at talking to white people 
about the heads he has taken, but it is un- 
derstood that he has four or five to his 
credit. 

He takes himself and the duties of his 
high position seriously. He seldom emiles 
and usually wears knit brows as though 
thinking deeply of problems of state. 

His robe consists of a breechclout, the 
Same as those of his subjects. He is only 
distinguished outwardly from them by the 
chieftain’s feathers which he sometimes 
sticks In his hair. 

He has a superb physique, being notable 
in that particular even in the Bontoc vil- 
lage, where splendid figures are the rule.

NEW YORK, June 16.—The Suburban 
handicap will be run today. It is a mile 
and a quarter and worth $20,000. 

It is a great race, and it is as dear to 
the hearts of the New Yorkers as the Eng- 
lish Derby is to the Londoners. A small 
tithe of the interest in the race is lost by 
the fact that the two champions of the 
East and the West—Waterboy and Me- 
Chesney—are absentees. But of the seven 
horses left in there is so much high quality 
that there is sufficient to cause great in- 
terest and enthusiasm. 

This is a struggle of quality and not 
quantity. There are just enough horses in 
the race to make it a truly run contest 
from barrier rise to the finish 

The Bast and West are ably represented 
by Irish Lad and The Picket. These two 
horses are old rivals, and many believe 
that Irish Lad should have won the 
Lrooklyn Handicap instead of The Picket. 
In that race these two horses met with 
Irish Lad carrying 12 pounds and The 
Pickett 115. In this afternoon's race Irish 
Lad picks up 127 pounds and The Picket 
14. This is a difference of three pounds 
in favor of the eastern representative 
Although Irish Lad was seemingly the 
better horse of the two in the Brooklyn 
handicap, The Picket today is the favorite 
among the horsernen. There are two rea- 
s0nSs for this—he has trained on remark- 
ably well since his race at Gravesend, and 
as that race was his first and only cef- 
fort, they ‘say that he will strip better 
for the fray than he did nearly three weeks 
ago. The other reason is the fact that 
Hermis, now at his best, will be in the 
race, and he, with his great flight of 
speed, menaces the chances of Irish Lad. 
oth Hermis and Irish Lad are known as 
“front runners."’ They race much better 
with the free rein in front of their field. 
With each striving for the lead horsemen 
gay, the pace is bound to be a terrific 
one from the start, and will be a case of 
diamond cut diamond until one or the 
other succumbs to the strain.
